Dr.  DeJarnette’s 

Book  Reviewed 

Dr.  Reveh  S.  DeJarnette’s  book, 
“Hollis  Dann,  His  Life  and  Contri¬ 
bution  to  Music,"  published  by  C.  C. 
Birchard  Co.,  Boston,  Is  the  subject 
of  a  review  in  Music  Educators 
Journal  for  September. 

The  review,  which  was  written  by, 
Charles  M  .  Dennis,  Director  ofj 
Music  for  the  San  Francisco  schools, 1 
follows. 

“It  is  most  fitting  that  the  per¬ 
sonality  and  accomplishments  of 
such  a  giant  in  the  field  of  music 
education  as  Hollis  Dann  should  be 
preserved  In  a  record  such  as  Mr. 
DeJarnette  has  made  In  his  book. 
The  thousands  who  were  the  direct 
recipients  of  his  teaching  and  In¬ 
spiration  have  this  memory  in  their 
hearts,  but  the  younger  generations 
of  school  music,  teachers  need  the 
guidance  and  encouragement  that 
a  reading  of.  the.  facts  of  his  career 
gives  them. 

“The  book  recounts  the  exper¬ 
iences  of  Dr.  Dann’s  early  life  and 
entrance  to  a  career.  It  Is  Interest¬ 
ing  to*  note  that  he  entered  the 
school  music  field  In  Ithaca  through 
the  back  door  of  commercial  sub¬ 
jects,  arid  had  to  attend  a  business 
school  during  the  summer  In  order 
to  prepare  .himself  adequately.  This 
was  in  1887.  His  work  as  supervisor 
at  Ithaca  and  In  the  music  depart¬ 
ment  of  Cornell  University  is  in¬ 
terestingly  told.  The  war  provided 
a  path  to  the  music  directorship 
of  the  Pennsylvania  schools  where 
he  served  until  1924,  when  he  re¬ 
turned  to  the  university  field  as 
head  of  the  Music  Department  of 
New  York  University  and  remained 
until  his  retirement  in  1936. 

“Part  Two  of  the  book  tells  of 
the  significant  contributions  Dr. 
Dann  made  to  the  work  of  the  Con¬ 
ference  as  president,  vice-president, 
chairman  of  many  committees, 
member  of  the  Research  Council, 
and  director  of  the  supervisors’ 
chorus.  The  tremendous  stimulus 
he  gave  to  the  establishment  of 
higher  education  standards  for 
secondary  school  choristers  through 
his  students,  and,  more  particularly, 
as  conductor  of  the  first  national 
high  school  choruses,  Is  set  forth  In 
Part  Three.  This  section  Is  of  great 
value  to  all  choral  teachers.  The  en¬ 
tire  book  Is  very  readable  and  stim-

Had  a  stranger  entered  the  door 
of  the  Business  Law  class  last'  week’, 
he  might  have  been  greatly  sur-r 
prised:  H0  would  halve  seen  in. place 
of  the  usual  routine  of  Instructor- 
lecturing  class,  that  of  judge  in¬ 
structing  jury.  The  class  conducted 
a  mock  trial  In  the  now  famous  case 
of  Fields  Vs. 'Means.' 

Judge  Sterling  Surrey;  eminent 
jurist  in  these  sections,  heard  the 
case  in  its  entirety.  Judge  Surrey  is 
renowned  in  judicial  and  legal  ciri 
cles  for  his  unbiased  and'  unequi¬ 
vocal  hearing  of  cases,  His  adeptness 
In  handling  this  stormy  case  is 
highly  laildable  and  commendable,, 
particularly  in  instances  of  pre- 
serving  order.. 

The  suppositions  case  was  “to 
wit":  The  Plaintiff,  Mr.  Paul  Fields, 
was  employed  by  the  defpridant; 
Mr.  Vaughn  Means,  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  about  sale  to  the  city  ol 
Maryville  a  new  waterworks  plant. 

In  pursuance  of  such,  ap  agree¬ 
ment,  the  plaintiff  exercised  his  in¬ 
fluence  actively  to  induce  toe  public 
to  favor  the  project,  and  also  solic¬ 
ited  the  mayor  apd  members  .of  the 
city  council  possessing  the  power  to 
purchase  the  property.  He- contends 
that  it  was  through  his  efforts  that 
the  council  finally  made  the  pur¬ 
chase.  The.  plalritiff,  brings.,  this 
action  to  recover  on  the  contract. 

The  case  rested  upon  the  question 
of  lobbying  in  gelation  to  contracts. 
The  law  Btates  that  contracts  made 
by  means  of  lobbying  arc  void  as 
against  public  policy,  it  was  the 
task  of  the  plaintiff:  to  prove  that 
his  actions  were  not  those  of-  a 
lobbyist,  and  the  task  of  the  de¬ 
fendant  to  prove.  that'  the  plaintiff 
had  resorted  to  "lobby .  in  securing 
the  contract.  ;  1 

In  the  process  of  paneling  the 
jury,  Judge  Surrey,  upon  objections 
by  the  lawyers,  disqualified  two 
Jurors.  Mary  Cunningham  was  dis¬ 
qualified  on  the  grounds  she  wrote 
for  the  Northwest  Missourian]  and 
as  such  might  be  biased.  Wayne 
Taylor  was  disqualified-  because  he 
had  recently  taken  up  aviation,  and 
his  decisions  might  not  be  rational 
because  he.  was  undergplng  such  a 
radical  change  in  his  life. 

The  Jury  was  comprise^  of.  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  class  who  had  ifoti  form¬ 
ed  an  opinion  in  the  case  and  were 
agreeable  to  counsel  for  the.  Plain¬ 
tiff  and  the  Defendant  as  well. 

The  attorneys ,  for  the  Plaintiff, 
Mr.  Fields,  were  Helen  Johnson  and 
Irene  Cobb.  The  case  was  opened 
by  Miss  Johnson  who  with  her  col¬ 
league,  Miss  Cobb  presented  the 
following  witnesses:  .Vida  Bernau, 
a  social  sclenoe  teacher  in  the 
Maryville  city  high,  school;  R'ussejl 
Insley,  present  manager  of  the  city 
water  plant;  and  Rex  Steffey,  a 
banker  and  member  of  toe  city 
council.  Their  testimony  attempted 
to  polrit  out  the  need  for  a  new 
water  plant,  and  to  establish  Mr. 
Fields’  actions  as  simply  good  sales¬ 
manship.  A,  highlight  of  these  tes¬ 
timonies  was  the  cross-examination 
of  Mr.  ateffey.  by  ,<3oimseler  Baker: 

•  Mr.  Bteffey  became  eon  fused  and 
contradicted  himself  considerably, 


much  to  the  chagrin  of  himself  and 
Mr.  Fields.  Fields  appeared  as  the 
last  witness  for  the:  Plaintiff’s  case. 
®e:'gave-:fo  the  jury  the  sad  story 
df  working  seven  long  months  for  an 
employer  who  would  not  pay  him  a 
cent  for  his-  services,  shedding  an 
abundance,  of  tears  erstwhile.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  course  of  his  ..testimony, 
Fields  made  several  outbursts  of  a 
derogatory  nature  against  the  char¬ 
acter  of  .Mr,  Means.  Practically  all 
pf  them*  were  objected  -to  vocifer¬ 
ously  by  Means’  counsel,  and  Judge 
Surrey  sustained  and  over-ruled  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  sagacity  as  a  prelate. 

The  lawyers  for  the  defendant, 
Vaughn  Means,  were  J.  Glaze  Baker 
and  Harry  Green.  Mr,  Baker  open¬ 
ed  the  case.  Witnesses  called  by  the 
defense  were  ;S}dney  Inglehart,  pub-, 
lUher  and  editor  of  the  Maryville 
Daily  Globe,  who  testified  that 
Fields  had  attempted  to  influence 
his  editorial  policy  In  order  to  per¬ 
suade  the  council  and  people  to  buy 
the  new  water,  plant;  Mary  Virginia 
Beck,  stenographer  for  the  Mayor 
and  city,  counoil,  who  testified  that 
Fields  bought  her  sodas,  and  tried 
to  date  her,  stating  he  had  blue¬ 
prints  of  the  new  plant  he  would 
like  to  show  her;  and  next,  little 
Dorothy  Triplett,  cute  ten  year  old 
daughter  of  the  President  of  the 
Rotary  Club..  She  testified  that  she 
saw  and  heard  Mr,  Fields  try  to 
persuade  , her.  father  to  boost  the 
proposition  before  the  Rotary  Club. 
On  .  cross-examination,  counsel  for 
Mr:  Fields  became  too  stem  to  the 
little  girl  whereupon  Judge  Surrey 
reprimanded  them,  as  the  little  girl 
began  to  cry. 

The  testimony  of  the  defendant, 
Means,  sought  to  bring  out  qualities' 
Of  his  character  which  Fields  had 
tried  to  tear  down.  It  pictured  him 
os  si  teacher  of  a  men’s  Bible  class, 
Rotarlan,  Elk,  Mason,  community 
pillar,  and .  a  beneficient  employer 
who  gave  bonuses  to  his  employees. 

The  :  testimony  of  defense  wit¬ 
nesses,  as  well  as  those  for  the 
plaintiff,  was  filled  with  innuendos 
and  subtleties  directed  at  the  op¬ 
position.  The  closing  argument  forj 
the  Plaintiff  was  made  by  Miss 
Cobb]  and  for  the  defendant,  Mr. 
Green.  Both  arguments  were  filled 
with  vindiotlye  allegations  bathed  in 
toe  sentiment  that  is  popular  with 
juries. 

The  Jury  because  of  a  lack  of  time, 
took  individual  ballots,  and  by  a 
vote  of  seven  to  five,  ruled  that  Mr. 
Fields  should  be  paid  for  his  ser¬ 
vices.  This  verdict  infuriated  Mr. 
Means,  .  who  rose  to  his  feet  and 
shouted,  "They  can't  do  this  to  me. 
I’ll  appeal  to  a  higher  court."  The 
Judge  ordered  him  to  be  seated. 

A  high-light  of  the  trial  was  the 
recurring  instances  when  Mr.  Fields 
shouted  out  in  the  court-room 
without  the -aid  of  his  counsel.  He 
was  always  Remonstrated  with  by 
the  Judge,  arid  finally  fined  for  con¬ 
tempt  of  99.Uft| 

In  all  serlousriess,  the  trial  gave 
to  ttye  cl^ss  ft  broader  understand¬ 
ing;.  of  the (OMratlons  of  contraots, 
and  was  attestably-  of  great  benefit 
to  all  who'  heard  it.  -•

One,  at  10:15  on  Thursday 
morning,  Will  be  an  illustrated  lec¬ 
ture  on  “Travels  with  a  “Geograph¬ 
er  in  South  Africa,”  and  the  second, 
at  2  o’clock  on  the  same  day,  will 
be  entitled  “The  New  Meaning  of 
Geography  in  American  Education." 

President  Atwood  Is  well  known  as 
the  co-author  of  the  Frye -Atwood 
Geographies  and  the  more  recent  i 
Atwood  and  Thomas  series  of  geo¬ 
graphy  textbooks  which  have  been  i 
In  use  In  schools  all  over  the  Unit-  1 
ed  States  for  many  years.  He  has! 
done  much  research  in  many  parts 
of  this  country  and  in  addition  to 
his  reports  and  monographs  by  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey  he 
has  recently  published  “The  Physi¬ 
ographic  Provinces  of  North  Amer¬ 
ica.”  He  is  editor  of  a  series  of  re¬ 
gional  political  wall  maps,  and  is 
the  founder  and  editor  of  Economic 
Geography,  an  important  quarterly 
magazine. 

In  1920  Dr.  Atwood  was  called 
from  a  professorship  at  Harvard 
University  to  become  President  of 
Clark,  where  he  has  built  up  the 
leading  graduate  school  of  geogra¬ 
phy  in  this  country.

The 
score  of  7-0  shows  that  it  was  a 
tight  game  with  both  sides  display¬ 
ing  good  defense, 

Ivan  Schottel  starred  in  the  game 
when  he  intercepted  a  lateral  pass¬ 
ed  Art  Hendro(n,  Culver-Stockton 
fullback  and  intended  for  Charles 
Larson  halfback,  Schottel  eluded 
two  Eagle  guards  and  out  distanced 
the  rest  of  the  team  while  he 
traveled  45  yards  for  the  only  touch¬ 
down  of  the  game.  Ralph  Kurtright 
entered  the  game  as  a  guarql  and 
kicked  the  extra  point. 

Most  of  the  first  quarter  was 
used  for  line  plunges  and  punts  by 
both  teams;  however  Culver  Stock- 
ton  completed  a  number  of  passes 
which  were  good*  for  more  than  a 
total  of  75  yards.  Culver  lost  the 
ball  on  downs  at  Maryville’s  22  just 
before  the  quarter  ended. 

In  the  first  few  minutes  of  the  ( 
second  quarter  Maryville  recovered 
a  fumble  but  lost  the  ball  on  the 
next  play  when  a  pass  was  inter¬ 
cepted.  They  then  regained  it  when 
a  pass  was  intercepted.

The  NYA  Quad 

Seventy-five  young  men  are  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  NYA  program  here 
at  the  College.  The  purpose  of  this 
organization  is  to  give  the  boy  who 
is  just  getting  through  high  school 
actual  experience  in  industry.  The 
NYA  provides  work  experience  that 
is  closely  related  to  industry  and 
vocational  trades,  both  skilled  and 
seml-skiUed. 

Tlie  work  is  varied.  In  the  In¬ 
dustrial  Arts,  shop  they  engage  in 
wood,  metal,  and  auto  mechanics; 
at  the  College  Farm,  in  agriculture 
and  landscaping  and  with  the  Col¬ 
lege  electrician,  in  electrical  work. 
The  work  in  each  department  is 
designed  to  give  the  boys  experience 
in  these  fields,  and  each  is  a  pro¬ 
ductive  type  that  will  enable  .the 
boys  to  enter  these  fields. 

These  boys  are  chosen  for  the 
different  types  of  work  according 
to  their  individual  interests.  They 
are  hired  by  the  month  and  are 
expected  to  attend  classes  in  voca¬ 
tional  English  devoted  to  the  inter¬ 
est  of  their  own  particular  trade. 

The  boys  are  not  compelled  to 
stay  any  definite  length  of  time, 
but  the  present  project  is  set  up 
for  a  term  of  ten  months.  In  that 
time  the  boys  hope  to  have  com¬ 
pleted  two  new  buildings,  namely, 
a  new  dormitory  and  an  addition 
major,  portion  of  the  dormitory 
to  the  Industrial  Arts .  Shop.  The 1 
basement  is  already  completed.  The 
completion  of  this  new  dormitory 
will  provide  housing  facilities  for 
one  hundred  and  twenty  •  boys, 
there  being  four  dormitories  housing 
thirty  boys  etich. 

NYA  boys  living  at  the  Quad¬ 
rangle  observe  quiet  ■  hours,  after 
eight  o’clock.  All  loud  conversation 
ceases  and  radios  are- either  turned 
off  or  kept  V^ry  low.  Boys  who  go 
out  are  usually  home  by  10:30.  This 
is  not  compulsory,  but  these  boys 
are  here  with  a  purpose  and  during 
the  week  these  rules  are  quite  reg¬ 
ularly  observed.  Meals  are  served 
at  7:00,  12:00,  and  6:00.  The  boys 
make  their  beds  and  clean  their 
rooms  before  breakfast.  Regulations 
for  systematic  orderliness  are  care¬ 
fully  observed  at  all  times. 

Waiter  and  Janitor  work  is  taken 
care  of  •  by  boys  who  are  hired  by 
the  College.  At  present  these  posi¬ 
tions  are ,  being  filled  by  football 
men  who  are  living  at  the  Quad¬ 
rangle. 

In  the  Industrial  Arts,  seventy- 
five  youths  participate  in  produc¬ 
tive  woodwork  and  metalwark  in 
the  shops  and  in  the  drafting  room. 
They  attend  two  lectures  daily  in 
related  training  work  pertaining  to 
definite  ph'a&es  of  metalwork  and 
woodwork  under  the  direction  of  Mr.

both  shops  is  under  the  supervision ! 
of  Mr.  Valk,  chairman  of  the  de¬ 
partment. 

In  the  metal  shop,  work  is  plan¬ 
ned  ’to  cover  training  and  exper¬ 
iences  of  a  productive  nature  as  far 
as  possible.  Basic  training  in  the 
operation  of  the  metal  lathe,  shaper, 
drill  pre  ss,  milling  machines,  bench 
operations  and  machine  tools  is 
given.  It  is  planned  to  offer  weld¬ 
ing  practice  later  during  the  year. 

In  the  woodshop,  productive  work 
is  carried  on  by  constructing  furni¬ 
ture,  and  instruction  is  given  in  the 
principles  of  furniture  construction) 


finishing,  wood  turning,  care  and 
operation  of  tools  and  woodworking 
machinery,  upholstery. 

Four  classes  of  twenty  NYA  stu¬ 
dents  each  attend  a  class  in  plan¬ 
ning  and  drafting,  which  includes 
the  routing  of  production  jobs, 
sketching  and  drafting,  blue  print 
reading,  and  the  reproduction  of 
drawings  in  black,  white,  brown, 
and  blue.  Related  work  in  vocation¬ 
al  mathematics  and  labor  legisla¬ 
tion  is  also  covered.
